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After several tips came 
into the Airdrie RCMP re¬ 
garding a Silver Dodge 
Truck with a Montana li¬ 
cense plate and a male 
driver, which they were ask¬ 
ing assistance with locating, 
the Airdrie RCMP in con¬ 
junction with the Beiseker 
RCMP, and Calgary RCMP 
Plain Cloths unit, arrested 
and charged two adult males 
for a number of Break and 
Enters in the rural areas 
north of Calgary. 

These men were in pos¬ 
session of a Didsbury Cen¬ 
tennial Coin, and based on 
other evidence, the RCMP 
believe these men are possi¬ 
bly connected to the Break 
and Enters Didsbury has 
experienced in the past 
month, and possibly also 
ones in Olds and 
Strathmore. 

“On Nov. 27 some people 
came home and found strange 
people in their yard,” said 
Airdrie RCMP Sgt. Robertson. 
“The strangers asked for direc¬ 
tions, and then left. When the 
residents went into their home 
they realized it had been bro¬ 
ken into We then put out a 
press release with the truck de¬ 
scription and the description of 
the driver, asking for the pub¬ 
lic’s help in finding them. We 
then received a tip from 
Calgary.”

Local vet going to Fuji to fix

This New Year many people 
will take on new challenges, but 
local veterinarian Gold Krebs’ 
challenge is unlike most. Krebs 
will travel to small villages in 
Fuji to spade and neuter hunt¬ 
ing dogs. 

Originally Krebs was going 
to leave on Jan. 3, with the Ca¬ 
nadian Animal Assistance Team 
(CAAT) out of Vancouver, but 
now that they are having some 
trouble getting paperwork 
ready to have drugs shipped 
down there, the trip might get 
postponed to Feb., but Krebs 
says either way they are com¬ 
mitted to going. 

Three veterinarians, four 
animal health techs, and several 
helpers will travel together, 
spending nights at a central 
place and awaking each morn¬ 
ing to hop on a boat to travel to 
the small villages, where they 
expect to spade or neuter 10 to 
15 dogs a day. 


hunting dogs 

Krebs is the only Albertan 
going on this trip to the jun¬ 
gle, where hunting dogs are be; 
coming overrun to the poinf 
where people are packing up 
and leaving, and the spread of 
disease is a common fear. 

People in Fuji decided the 
solution to this problem was to 
put out food with poison in it 
for the dogs to eat and die from. 
One of the veterinaries going 
heard about this, and that is 
when CAAT decided to go there 
to help the problem, without 
having to kill the dogs. 

“This way the dogs cannot 
reproduce,” said Krebs. “It is 
not a one time thing though, 
CAAT is going to have to keep 
sending a group up once a 
year.” 

For the trip Grade 5 students 
from Westglen School and Deer 
Meadow Schools in Olds, came 
together and donated pens, pen¬ 
cils, and lots of other goodies 
for the children in these vil¬ 
lages, who are just learning 


English. The Didsbury Soccer 
Association also donated a 
bunch of soccer balls for Krebs 
to take, and Krebs is trying to 
come up some rugby balls to 
take, because Rugby is a popu¬ 
lar sport there. 

“We will be going to either 
four, five or six villages,” said 
Krebs. “I am really looking for¬ 
ward to it. In the villages peo¬ 
ple have never seen white peo¬ 
ple before, so it should be in¬ 
teresting.” 

Krebs will also have to fa¬ 
miliarize himself with the rules 
related to the villages’ chiefs, 
such as you cannot sit until he 
sits, and you cannot talk until 
he talks. 

Krebs will be gone for two 
weeks, and he is presently pre¬ 
paring by getting his personal 
vaccinations and paperwork in 
order. 

“I think it is going to be a 
great time,” said Krebs. 
“Whether it is in Jan. or Feb. 
we are committed to go.”

Four candidates vying for Wild Rose residents votes

Four people will be vying for 
your vote next month during 
the upcoming federal election. 
The election was brought for¬ 
ward when the Conservative 
Party of Canada and the New 
Democratic Party brought for¬ 
ward a non-confidence vote 
which passed in the House of 
Commons last Monday.

Thompson will have competi¬ 
tion for his seat from Cochrane 
resident and Liberal candidate 
Judy Stewart, Airdrie resident 
and NDP Candidate Shannon 
Nelles, as well as Cochrane 
resident and Green Party can¬ 
didate Sean Maw. 

Thompson says that if he 
wins this election and becomes 
MP for Wild Rose again he 
wants this to be his last elec¬ 
tion; however, he says if there 
is an election in just a few 
months again, he intends to

run again. 

“I intend 2006 to be my last 
election,” Thompson said. 
“But, if we end up with another 
minority government we might 
have another election in the 
Spring, who knows. Hopefully, 
it’s my last one because we will 
be the government and will be 
in power for a while.” 

Thompson, a resident of 
Sundre and a retired school 
teacher, says his goals and rea¬ 
sons for running really haven’t 
changed. Accountability, the 
protection of children, among 
other things remain on his ra¬ 
dar screen, he says. 

“I don’t think (my priorities) 
have changed a whole lot. I 
want to see the accountability 
act in place so we can hold 
these departments, bureaucrats 
and politicians accountable for 
every penny of tax dollars that 
comes in and they go to what 
they are intended to do,” 
Thompson said. 

Thompson has been work¬ 
ing on trying to get the govern¬ 
ment to pass tougher legisla¬ 


tion to ban child pornography 
and make those caught with it 
under go tougher punishment 
in the legal system. 

“They (the Liberals) have 
done little to nothing in re¬ 
gards to affecting the safety of 
children and I want that totally 
improved,” he said. “I also 
want to see a farm aide pack¬ 
age that goes directly to the 
producers and not through all 
the red tape that we have had 
to go through that just seems 
like it misses so many people.” 

Liberal candidate Judy 
Stewart will be giving it an¬ 
other kick at the can in Janu¬ 
ary’s election. Stewart previ¬ 
ously ran against Thompson 
in the last federal election; 
however, lost the battle. 

Stewart, a Cochrane resi¬ 
dent, lawyer, and currently 
the Mayor of Cochrane. 

Stewart said she is not in 
favour of an election at this 
time. 

“I think it’s all just postur¬ 
ing and politicking,” she said. 
“I don’t know where a lot of

CALGARY HEALTH REGION 


CHR puts $23 million in 
funding towards 
enhancing mental 
health programs

A Provincial Innovation 
Fund Announcement came 
last week, enabling the 
Calgary Health Region 
(CHR) to further expand 
health programming, and 
enhance and expand mental 
health services in five areas; 
child and adolescent health, 
aboriginal health, rural 
health, community support, 
and online professional edu¬ 
cation resources. 

The Region will have $23 
million to spend on new 
mental health programs and 
technology, and $9 million of 
that will go directly to ru¬ 
ral areas within the Region. 

“We are pleased with the 
announcement and agree 
that mental health is a key 
priority for our Province” 
said Jack Davis, CHR presi¬ 
dent & CEO. “This generous 
funding will help us reach 
and support patients in new 
ways.” 

GhR patients will benefit 
from this new funding in a 
number of ways including 
reduced wait times of five to 
10% for children and adoles¬ 
cents with eating disorders 
and addictions to access pro¬ 
gram services; the eating 
disorder program and addic¬ 
tions centre adolescent 
treatment program will be 
expanded; as well, commu¬ 
nity based eating disorder 
and assessment services and 
community based addictions 
treatment for adolescents 
will expand; outreach serv¬ 
ices will expand by 250 cli¬ 
ents annually to ensure that 
patients can be maintained 
in their community; ten per 
cent increase in the number 
of aboriginal clients receiv¬ 
ing culturally appropriate 
care; increased capacity of 
primary care givers to en¬ 
sure timely care and early 
identification of complex 
mental health needs in the 
community; and a one week 
reduction in wait times for 
general care and increased 
capacity to serve 2,000 or 
more clients in rural areas 
for telemental health serv¬ 
ices, after hours crisis, 
psychogeriatric services, 
and expanded outreach pro¬ 
grams. 

The CHR will phase in all 
the above initiatives over 
the next three years. 

Cathy Pryce, executive 
director of Mental Health 
Services for the CHR, says 
plans for rural areas will 
include increasing the 
number of therapists avail¬ 
able in a community, an af¬ 
ter hours crisis service, and 
a link to more technology. 

“We are thrilled, and now 


the next stage is detailed 
implemation plans,” said 
Pryce. “Staff in the commu¬ 
nity are already working 
with other organizations in 
the town, to find out where 
to best implement the 
money.” 

Many mental health dis¬ 
orders can be diagnosed re¬ 
liably and accurately, some 
can be prevented, and most 
can be successfully managed 
and treated. 

“With 25 per cent of peo¬ 
ple developing one or more 
mental or behavioral disor¬ 
ders over their lifetime, this 
funding announcement is 
timely and necessary,” said 
Pryce. “It’s our responsibil¬ 
ity to help the population 
deal with mental health is¬ 
sues.” 

Mental health touches 
most people through bully¬ 
ing in schools, young profes¬ 
sionals managing work and 
family stresses, chronic and 
persistent disorders includ¬ 
ing depression, schizophre¬ 
nia and dementia. The per¬ 
cent of people who develop 
one or more mental or 
behavioral disorders at some 
stage in life is 25. 

An estimated 121 million 
people worldwide suffer from 
depression. An estimated 
5.8% of men and 9.5% of 
women will experience a de¬ 
pressive episode in any given 
year. An estimated 10-20% of 
children have one or more 
mental or behavioral prob¬ 
lems. Many disorders com¬ 
monly found amongst adults 
(eg. depression) can begin 
during childhood. 

One of the innovation 
fund proposals, Healthy 
Minds Healthy Children, is 
a joint effort between the 
Region, Capital Health Re¬ 
gion, the Alberta Mental 
Health Board, and Southern 
Alberta Child and Youth 
Health Network. It deals 
specifically with online pro¬ 
fessional education re¬ 
sources in the area of child 
and adolescent mental 
health. 

The Province’s Innova¬ 
tion Fund aids in imple¬ 
menting the Provincial Men¬ 
tal Health Plan and encour¬ 
ages innovations in mental 
health services and sup¬ 
ports. At the request of the 
Province, the Region’s Men¬ 
tal Health Services Group 
submitted the above five innova¬ 
tion proposals for consideration in 
the area of mental health services. 

“There will be changes that 
blanket the whole area, and then 
programs that will be more spe¬ 
cific to each community,” said 
Pryce. “This funding is going to 
allow us to access and make ac¬ 
cessible a lot of new services.”

DIDSBURY TOWN COUNCIL 

Report to the Community #3 


Moving progressively into the 
future by enhancing our com¬ 
munity, its beauty and quality of 
life. 

The first two reports to the 
community in this monthly se¬ 
ries addressed all but two of the 
Didsbuiy Town Council’s fiscal 
viability measures to ensure 
long-term fiscal viability. 

The last two elements that 
Council has targeted are: 

accessing new sources of 
funding and 

• managing financial re¬ 
sources 

ACCESSING NEW 
SOURCES OF FUNDING 
Federally, our national 
municipal lobby to the federal 
government regarding the huge 
deficit in maintenance and re¬ 
pair to municipal infrastructure 
has resulted in GST being re¬ 
funded to municipalities about 
two years ago. and the prospect 
of receiving the first small in¬ 
stalment of the federal fuel tax 
rebate in 2006, which will ramp 
up over the next five years to a 
significant amount. 

• Provincially, my work 
within the Alberta Urban Mu¬ 
nicipalities Association as Di¬ 
rector for South Towns and 
Vice President for all Alberta 
Towns allows me to represent 
all of the towns in Alberta. 
Towns do not have a strong 
enough voice individually to 
lobby effectively for more equi¬ 
table funding and new sources 
of revenue, but by partnering 
with other municipalities, we 
have been able to correct the 
most (daring inequities, such as: 

• Relief from funding the 
RCMF Didsbury gets to keep 
more of the revenue we collect 
until we reach 5,000 in popula¬ 
tion. Raising the population 


funding minimum to 5,000 in 
2004 gave Didsbury a few years 
in which to repair some of the ac¬ 
cumulated damage, but leaves 
Olds alone within the County 
paying for policing, though at a 
somewhat reduced rate. 

Ambulance/EMS services 
have become an integral part of 
the health care system, and al¬ 
though the transfer of the respon¬ 
sibility for EMS has not yet been 
transferred to the Health Author¬ 
ity, the province began to provide 
some compensation to munici¬ 
palities for EMS service, and will 
continue that this year, for which 
we are thankful. 

Urban and rural munici¬ 
palities are asking that the edu¬ 
cation property tax be reduced, 
then eventually removed from 
property taxes. As it is reduced, 
municipalities want to be able to 
reduce property taxes to residents 
as well, and become more sustain¬ 
able themselves. Unfortunately, 
there has been some indication 
that the province may want to 
withdraw funding on a dollar for 
dollar basis, leaving nothing for 
either the residents or the munici¬ 
pality. 

The Town has a chart which 
shows the magnitude of the in¬ 
frastructure municipal debt and 
deficit (accumulated repairs 
needed) in Alberta municipalities, 
and the scale of the recent re¬ 
sponses by the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments. You can see 
in it that it is a start, but that 
consistent, sustainable and ad¬ 
equate long term funding will be 
required to address more than a 
decade of underfunding and ne¬ 
glect. 

Regionally, the municipali¬ 
ties within Mountain View 
County have been working ha id 
toward initiatives and coopera¬ 
tion that will enhance the pros¬ 
perity of the region and everyone 
in it. We hare successful regional 


Disaster Services, Waste Man¬ 
agement, EMS (ambulance serv¬ 
ice) and are working on other 
agreements. We hare agreed on 
principles that guide our rela¬ 
tionship, and are committed to 
ensuring that all parties will ben¬ 
efit from our collaboration. All 
residents will be invited to par¬ 
ticipate and provide input as our 
opportunities begin to unfold. 

Locally, advertising, contri¬ 
butions and sponsorships have 
taken a prominent role in fund¬ 
ing Town projects, events, pub¬ 
lications and facilities wherever 
possible. Business opportunities 
to provide town facilities, goods 
or services to others will be ex¬ 
plored. Didsbury and all other 
municipalities are trying to find 
equitable ways to generate mu¬ 
nicipal funds, other than prop¬ 
erty tax. 

As we make growing our lo¬ 
cal businesses a priority, and 
going forward with a vibrant 
new Economic Development 
Committee and draft Economic 
Development Business Plan, we 
expect that opportunities will 
arise and be seized. The dog sled 
races in January may double 
Didsbury's population for a few 
days! I believe that local entre¬ 
preneurs will rise to the chal¬ 
lenge making it a wonderfully 
unforgettable Didsbury experi¬ 
ence for the many visitors. Use 
your most innovative business 
strategies! 

The previous reports on fis¬ 
cal measures hare shown how 
each of the other fiscal strate¬ 
gies are improving Didsbury's 
overall financial health and long 
term sustainability.

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MVC tax hike not

While Mountain View 
County residents brace 
themselves for a possible tax 
hike next year, county offi¬ 
cials said last week that the 
increase might not be as bad 
as people expect. 

Just exactly how much 
each resident will have to 
fork over next year is still 
unclear, but unofficially the 
county is looking at an ad¬ 
ditional $2 million in expen¬ 
ditures, the bulk of that be¬ 
ing $1.8 million for new em¬ 
ployees and salary in¬ 
creases. 

However, Reeve A1 
Kemmere told the Albertan 
at the Nov. 30 policies and 
priorities meeting that it’s 
possible the 2006 tax bite 
could be less once the county 
knows what its linear meas¬ 
urements and overall rev¬ 
enue are. 

“Yes, there is going to be 
a hit some where along the 
line, but 1 don’t want to 
comment on how hard the 
hit will be until we see the 
revenue side,” Kemmere 
said. 

Linear measurements are 
taxes on things such as oil 
and gas, and cable and tel¬ 
ephone lines that companies 
pay to the county once the 
provincial government as¬ 
sesses their value. 

Growth in the county’s 
oil and gas sector has been 
brisk this year but the value 
of that won’t be known un¬ 
til the spring, making it dif¬ 
ficult for the county’s 
numbercrunchers to say 
how much of next year’s ex¬ 
penses will be offset by in¬ 
coming revenue. But Greg 
Wiens, MVC’s director of 
corporate services, said the 
county received a large lin¬ 
ear increase last year and 
doesn’t expect to see an¬ 
other in 2006. 

“Then again it’s hard to 
tell because it is all deter¬ 


mined by the province and 
we don’t have much visibil¬ 
ity to it until the February- 
March time frame,” he said. 

There is also the possibil¬ 
ity that the linear assess¬ 
ment could be lower, mean¬ 
ing either programs get cut 
or taxes go up, but that is 
still speculative at this 
point, Wiens said. 

Another way that the tax 
burden could be reduced, 
Wiens said, is by increasing 
user fees in areas such as 
planning and development 
or possibly using provincial 
infrastructure grant money 
that is slated to go in to re¬ 
serves. 

“I think what most mu¬ 
nicipalities find is that de¬ 
velopers are making a lot of 
money developing and what¬ 
ever fees are being charged 
is a minor cost of the over¬ 
all development,” Wiens 
said. 

The biggest annual cost 
the county faces is the pub¬ 
lic works budget, which 
makes up 60 per cent of the 
county’s overall costs. 
Wiens said one way of defer¬ 
ring costs this year, is to 
hold back on projects and 
allow staff more time for 
planning. The idea isn’t nec¬ 
essarily to hold projects over 
for following years, but more 
so to allow the new staff, 
that are predominantly be¬ 
ing hired for the county’s 
planning department, to get 
adjusted and determine 
what is the best way, for ex¬ 
ample, of handling road re¬ 
pairs. This year’s budget is 
expected to be around $30 to 
$35 million, and the new 
staff being hired, plus the 
overall sal^ry^increases, put 
the county in a Catch-22. 

On one hand, the Cuff Re¬ 
port recommended more 
staff be hired to give the 
county the ability to do more 
in-house work and improve 
service to county residents. 
The new staff are also ex-

so high 

pected to reduce contracting 
costs and save the county 
money in the long run. 

On the other hand, these 
things come at a cost, and 
if council wants to avoid a 
tax increase, they can cut 
programs and other services 
at the expense of the new 
staff or choose outright not 
to hire the staff and go 
against the Cuff Report, pos¬ 
sibly costing the county 
more money in contractual 
services and further 
backlogging the under¬ 
staffed planning depart¬ 
ment. 

The Cuff Report also co¬ 
incides with the County’s 
wage increase policy, which 
is reviewed every three 
years based on what other 
municipalities’ employee ex¬ 
penses. 

“It is a bit of Catch-22 but 
there is always a bit of a de¬ 
gree as to what can be done. 
Maybe you don’t hire as 
many positions and you only 
hire some of them,” Wiens 
said. 

Reeve Kemmere agreed 
with Wiens that the county 
has some difficult decisions 
ahead of it but said ulti¬ 
mately it is up to council to 
decide if all the positions 
recommended are necessary. 

“I believe we still are go¬ 
ing to have to make the fi¬ 
nal decisions on some of the 
positions ... (but) we may 
have to bite the bullet this 
year, with the confidence the 
efficiencies will be addressed 
in the next years and see the 
benefits of it in the follow¬ 
ing years.”

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Christmas tree care, everything you need to know

doors to keep an emergency 
escape route open, and un¬ 
plug tree lights and other 
decorations when you leave or 
go to sleep. 

Fournier suggests not 
bringing your tree into home 
too early, give it a fresh cut 
prior to bringing it into the 
house, and putting a flower 
preserve or a little dash of 
bleach into the tree’s water 
will help is last longer. 

The most popular choices 
for Christmas trees are White 
Firs and Douglas Firs. 

Every year the Junior For¬ 
est Wardens allow you to cut 
your own Christmas tree 
down for a small donation, 
just west of town on the 
Burnt Timber Road, at Lodge 
Pole Pine. There are usually 
acres and acres to chose from. 

If you are not interested in 
cutting down your own tree, 
the Didsbury High School 
Field Hockey team will be 
selling trees out of Mugs back 
patio, to raise money for a 
trip to the California Cup this 
spring. The trees will be sell¬ 
ing Monday to Friday, from 4 
p.m. to 5:30 p.m. and Satur¬ 
day and Sunday from 10:30 
a.m. to 5:30 p.m. until Dec. 


December has arrived, the 
official month of Christmas, 
and houses all over town will 
be brightening up with 
lights, garland, tinsel, and 
Christmas trees. 

In spite of popular belief, 
the environmentally friendli¬ 
est trees are not artificial 
ones, according to For Trees 
Company Ltd.’s Gerard 
Fournier, getting a real tree 
is the way to go. 

“Artificial trees are very 
hard on the environment, 
they can not be recycled eas¬ 
ily, so they are hard to dis¬ 
pose of,” said Fournier. 
“Many people are lead to be¬ 
lieve the opposite, but unless 
you keep your artificial tree 
forever, there is no other use 
for it. It is a marketing scam.” 

Real trees are normally 
grown on a tree farm, in soils 
that are unsuitable for other 
crops. One acre of a Christ¬ 
mas tree nursery gives the 
oxygen required for 18 people. 

“Real trees can be used in 
a lot of ways when you are fin¬ 
ished with them,” said 
Fournier. “They can be cut 
into wood chips, used for fuel, 
or composted. The tree goes 
back into the environment by 
becoming part of the soil.” 

If you are concerned about 
fire safety with your tree, it 
is important to remember 
that at no time can a real tree 
start a fire, it has to be ig¬ 
nited by an external source. 
The following are some help¬ 
ful tips to think about when 
picking out and decorating 
your tree; select the freshest 
looking one, and make a fresh 
cut across the tree’s base and 
immediately place in water; 
keep the tree’s water filled at 
all times; be careful with elec¬ 
tricity, open flames and other 
heat sources; check all lights, 
electric decorations and elec¬ 
trical cords; use only UL ap¬ 
proved electrical decorations 
and extension cords; place 
your tree well away from heat 
registers, space heaters, fire 
places, wood stoves, televi¬ 
sions, and computer moni¬ 
tors, place your tree clear of

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Natural Gas 
rebate to save 
you money

The average household 
should save about $71 dol¬ 
lars this December because 
of a provincial natural gas 
rebate. 

The natural gas rebate 
program is triggered when 
at least two of the three 
major gas companies 
charge a rate over $5.50 a 
gigajoule. This month, 
two of the companies will 
charge at least $9 a 
gigajoule, thereby activat¬ 
ing a $3.25 energy rebate. 
On average, Albertan 
households use twenty two 
gigajoules of natural gas in 
the month of December. 

Energy minister Greg 
Melchin said that even 
though natural gas prices 
have lowered this month, 
it’s reassuring to know 
this rebate program will 
help. 

“Regardless of the mar¬ 
ket force, any time during 
the rebate period when gas 
prices exceed the trigger 
prices, Albertans are 
guaranteed assistance.” 

Most consumers will see 
the December rebate as a 
credit on their January 
bill. 

“This year, the rebate 
program is providing fi- 


Albertans use nearly 
eighty per cent of their 
annual natural gas,” 
Melchin said. 

Earlier this fall, the 
government added Octo¬ 
ber as a rebate month for 
residential and industrial 
consumers. A sixth rebate 
month is also being added 
for those agricultural con¬ 
sumers - agricultural ir¬ 
rigators, forage 

dehydrators, grain dryers 
and commercial green¬ 
houses - who receive the 
rebate via application. 

Kevin Donnan, spokes¬ 
person with Alberta en¬ 
ergy, said the option for 
agricultural consumers 
to have their rebate in 
winter or during the 
busier summer working 
months is in recognition 
to the extraordinary 
prices we’ve seen. 

“We want to ensure 
price protection (for the 
agricultural sector),” he 
said, “This demonstrates 
they will get maximum 
benefit.” 

“Albertan’s own the re¬ 
sources and they should 
reap the benefits of this 
resource ownership,” 
Donnan said.

students. Music, espe¬ 
cially choral singing was 
an integral part of Bible 
School. 

The teachings of Bible 
Schools rippled out into 
the students’ churches 
with an influx of trained 
Sunday School teachers, 
young people who had 
learned to sing in choir, 
leaders in youth work 
and young men who could 
preach. (In the mid- 
1900’s women in ministry 
was unknown. Female 
graduates of MBI, how¬ 
ever, had received the 
same training in homilet¬ 
ics and had done practice 
preaching within the 
school as their male coun¬ 
terparts.) Some students 
went on to further train¬ 
ing and became mission¬ 
aries. But for all, whether 
in formal church and mis¬ 
sion work, or whether in 
trades and professions, as 
farmers, workers and 
homemakers, the Bible 
School had helped to 
equip them for life. 

Bible schools attended 
by teenage and alter post 
High School youth were 
a social development op¬ 
portunity. In spite of 
strict rules, couples found 
each other and later mar¬ 
ried. Their marriages and 
parenting reflected what 
they had learned and ex¬ 
perienced in Bihle School. 

In smaller discussion 


ble schools ceased to ex¬ 
ist, but were upgraded to 
become colleges. Bible 
Colleges today offer Bib¬ 
lical training to their stu¬ 
dents, but because of 
higher academic levels 
and because of high tui¬ 
tion costs, they’re avail¬ 
able to a smaller percent¬ 
age of people. 

The influence of Bible 
Schools on churches and 
communities has been 
far-reaching. The schools 
helped establish young 
people in their faith 
through solid Bible teach¬ 
ing, Sunday School teach¬ 
ers were trained and 
many leaders emerged 
from these schools. Al¬ 
though many of these 
early schools started in 
immigrant communities, 
they helped to form 
bridges to other denomi¬ 
nations through the re¬ 
source books that were 
used. Thus they helped 
these ethnic groups to 
become truly Canadian. 

In Menno Bible Insti¬ 
tute at Bergthal 
Mennonite Church, per¬ 
sonal acceptance of Jesus 
Christ as Saviour and 
Ivord was encouraged and 
fostered. Some of the sub¬ 
jects taught , along with 
Bible and Scripture 
memorization, were Sun¬ 
day School lesson devel¬ 
opment and S.S. admin¬ 
istration, study of cus¬ 
toms of Bible times, 
Christian Ethics, public 
speaking and homiletics, 
Missions and Evange¬ 
lism, literature and lan¬ 
guage arts.

As part of Alberta’s 
Centennial, the 

Mennonite Historical So¬ 
ciety of Alberta held a 
workshop to celebrate the 
influence of Bible Schools 
in Western Canada in the 
past one hundred years. 
About 40 people attended 
the workshop which took 
place at Bergthal 
Mennonite Church on 
November 25 & 26. Guest 
speaker was Dr. Bruce 
Guenther, Associate pro¬ 
fessor of Church History 
and Mennonite Studies in 
Mennonite Brethren Bib¬ 
lical Seminary at Trinity 
Western University, 
Langley, B.C. 

In this overview of the 
Bible School movement, 
Guenther pointed out 
that since the inception of 
the first Methodist Bible 
School in Canada in 1885, 
there have been 340 Bible 
Schools in this country 
that were attended by a 
quarter of a million peo¬ 
ple. The largest of these 
were Prairie Bible Insti¬ 
tute in Alberta and Brier 
Crest in Saskatchewan, 
but there were also 
smaller denominational 
schools, many situated in 
rural communities. Of 
those started in Western 
Canada before 1960, one- 
third were Mennonite. 
Most of these have since 
been closed. Today’s Bible 
Schools are in urban set¬ 
tings with the 
Pentecostals starting the 
most schools and having 
few closures. Not all Bi-

Hockey (OMH) has 
had its share of nega¬ 
tive publicity re¬ 
cently because of an 
incident last Decem¬ 
ber between an upset 
parent and his son’s 
head coach. 

Wesley Theodore 
Oulton, 51, secretary 
of the Olds Minor 
Hockey Association’s 
executive committee, 
was charged with 
causing a distur¬ 
bance at his son’s 
minor hockey league 
game. 

On Nov. 23, 
Oulton avoided a 
trial where several 
witnesses, including 
minor hockey league 
players, were ex¬ 
pected to testify, by 
diverting the case to 
the alternative meas¬ 
ures program. In the 
program he had to 
admit the “essential 
elements” of the of¬ 
fence, said prosecuter 
Ian McKay. 

According to OMH 
President. Chandra 
Keith, this incident 
should never have 
gone to the RCMP. 

“We have a griev¬ 
ance process within 
Olds Minor Hockey 
and somebody felt it 
was important to take 
this out of the (sys¬ 
tem),” she said, “And 
that’s sad.” 

Keith said that 
OMH had already dis¬ 
ciplined both sides of 
the incident and it 
should be forgotten. 
A letter was given to 
both Oulton and his 
son’s coach, Mark 
Hammer. Both men 
were also ordered to 


attend a program 
aimed at parents and 
coaches on how to ef¬ 
fectively deal with 
problem incidents at 
the rink. 

Terry Engen, presi¬ 
dent of Hockey Al¬ 
berta, said that once 
the RCMP took part in 
the investigation, 
Hockey Alberta 

stepped aside, but they 
will do a follow-up to 
see what actions will be 
taken. * 

“We do not condone 
(this behaviour); it is 
not responsible and ac¬ 
ceptable,” he said. “We 
try to instill (these ide¬ 
als) through program¬ 
ming and seminars to 
get that picture across, 
but for some it takes 
longer to learn that.” 

Wes Oulton ex¬ 
pressed his displeasure 
with the RCMP inves¬ 
tigation. 

“Olds Minor Hockey 
has done a significantly 
better job of dealing 
with this situation 
than the local RCMP,” 
he said. 

According to Keith, 
there are two sides to 
every story, and 
Oulton was defending 
his upset child after the 
hockey game. 

“His child was asked 
to do something that 
was way out of the 
realm of what a child 
should be asked to do,” 
she said, explaining 
Hammer made 

Oulton’s son, and 
other players on the 
team, do push-ups on 
the bench while a game 
was in progress. 

It was after Oulton 
saw his distressed son 
he apparently went 
into the change room 
after the game, which 


is not allowed under 
minor hockey regula¬ 
tions, to speak with 
Hammer. 

“He never yelled at 
a child,” said Keith, 
“Never once.” 

Oulton also said he 
never directed any of 
his “discussion” with 
Hammer to any of the 
children, and his voice 
was “definitely” raised. 

“I have a very loud 
voice, some of the chil¬ 
dren did say they were 
uncomfortable,” he 
said, “I really wish I 
hadn’t done this in 
front of the children.” 

In a statement by 
Oulton to OMH, he 
said, “The coach pro¬ 
voked my reaction to a 
situation, initiated and 
directed by the coach.” 

But this episode has 
a few parents shaking 
their heads, and it has 
left a few children up¬ 
set. 

Generally, Atom 
hockey players are nine 
and 10 years old. 

Cheryl Beaudoin is 
the mother of the 
goaltender that played 
in the aforementioned 
game. 

According to her 
son, the young boy was 
about to be served his 
punishment or means 
of “motivation” in the 
change room, because 
doing pushups on the 
ice while a game is in 
progress isn’t an op¬ 
tion. 

“I’m concerned 

there is a man sitting 
on the executive with 
these charges thrown 
against him,” 

Beaudoin said, “As a 
parent the man should 
be asked to step down 
and not be allowed to 


be on there for three 
years, which would al¬ 
low these children 
(Borne who were sup¬ 
posed to testify) to 
move up without any 
decisions being made 
against them.” 

Beaudoin said she is 
unaware of any other 
occurrences with 
Oulton and he “had 
never been rude” to her 
family prior to this. 

“My son doesn’t 
have the best self-con¬ 
fidence and to have an 
adult (yelling in the 
changeroom) doesn’t 
do a bit of good,” she 
said, explaining that as 
a parent you have to 
set a good example. 

“We teach our chil¬ 
dren that this is a 
sport and you go do 
your best,” she said, 
“and then you have an 
adult walk in and be¬ 
have like this in front 
of children. He should 
have spoken to Ham¬ 
mer in private.” 

“My kid has been 
through so much,” she 
said, “Parents are here 
to protect their kids, 
and this could happen 
again.” 

According to Engen, 
there are many pro¬ 
grams to discourage 
aggressive behaviour 
with adults, and 
Hockey Alberta en¬ 
courages minor hockey 
associations to utilize 
these programs. 

Engen acknowledges 
that realistically there 
is politics in hockey, 
and there will always 
be politics in the game 
because of the human 
factor. Parents should 
quit creating problems 


for kids. For them, 
the game is just that, 
a game - that involves 
them chasing a slip¬ 
pery black disk on ice 
and trying to put it in 
a net. 

“This is for the 
kids and they should 
remember that,” 
Engen said. 

Oulton said most 
parents just want to 
protect their chil¬ 
dren. 

“We all have a duty 
to care and look after 
our children,” he 
said. 

Keith said parents’ 
yelling at one an¬ 
other is part of the 
game. 

She said that as re¬ 
cently as two weeks 
ago there was an al¬ 
tercation with par¬ 
ents exchanging loud 
verbal jibes at one 
another in the 
stands.. 

“Is anything else 
going to happen to 
them? No,” she said, 
explaining that the 
kids don’t worry 
about these situa¬ 
tions. “It’s not the 
kids, it’s the adults. 
Kids go on with the 
game all the time,” she 
said. “The kids have 
forgot about this 
whole situation; these 
kids have forgotten 
this and moved on.” 

“It’s a high emo¬ 
tional game,” she said, 
“It happens at the rink 
all the time.” 

So are the children 
suffering with this 
“high emotion”? 

“Well I guess you’d 
have to ask a kid, I 
don’t know.”

QUESTION: My husband, Wally, is an alcoholic, but he 
isn't willing to admit he has a problem. He won't even talk 
about it. Tell me what I should do now. 

DR. DOBSON: First, let me tell you what you should not 
do and what is generally unhelpful. 

(1) Do not nag, complain, scream, cry, beg, plead, embar¬ 
rass or label your husband. He has a disease that he can't 
control. It is not within his power to overcome it alone. 

(2) Do not protect him by lying to his boss, covering for his 
irresponsibility, bailing him out of jail and paying his bills. A 
person who tries to rescue the alcoholic is called an enabler, 
and she may actually prolong and worsen the problem. 

(3) Though opinions differ, most authorities do not look on 
alcoholism as a character weakness or a moral problem. It 
may have been a moral problem during earlier days when the 
person chose to drink excessively. But later, it was not his 
desire to hurt his family, stay in a drunken stupor, waste his 
money, etc. The alcoholic has long since lost his capacity for 
voluntary action. 

(4) Do not perpetuate your husband's problem for your own 
selfish reasons. It is not uncommon for family members to 
resist treatment for what may be unconscious motives. For 
example, a woman whose husband is usually drunk has power 
over her family. She is the unrivaled boss — the one who con¬ 
trols the money and makes all of her family's decisions. As her 
alcoholic husband begins to recover, she may realize she is 
losing her power and move to sabotage his rehabilitation. 
Guard against those subtle forces that may undermine recov¬ 
ery in your home. 

QUESTION: OK. I know what not to do. Now tell me how 
to get help for my family. 

DR. DOBSON: It is virtually impossible to deal with this 
problem without outside help. In a very real sense, the entire 
family shares the sickness of the alcoholic. They are affected 
by rage, depression, disillusionment, despair, financial fear, 
denial, low self-esteem and myriad other emotions that ac¬ 
company this illness. They are wounded in spirit and need the 
loving concern of those who have been there. Even if an alco¬ 
holic does recover on his or her own, a relapse is almost cer¬ 
tain unless the family has been treated too. 

That family assistance is available through an organiza¬ 
tion called Al-Anon, which provides a support program for 
the families of alcoholics. Pauline and Bob, a couple who ap¬ 
peared on one of my radio broadcasts, credit Al-Anon with 
saving their family and perhaps Bob's life. Pauline says: 

"After refusing to attend for a year, I went to Al-Anon in 
desperation and finally began to get the answers I needed. I'll 
never forget the first night. They gave no sympathy and no 
advice. They just shared their experience, their strength and 
their hope. I latched onto it with everything I had, and within 
a few weeks, things began to change for me. Al-Anon directed 
me toward God and helped me to get my eyes off myself and on 
Him. Then they taught me how to deal with Bob." 

Bob's comments about Al-Anon are even more dramatic. 
He said: 

"If you really want to mess up an alcoholic's drinking fun, 
just get his spouse involved in Al-Anon. Pauline changed her 
approach in three ways, and it bugged me like crazy. (1) 
Whereas she previously poured my booze down the drain, she 
stopped doing that, or anything else to keep me from drink¬ 
ing. I really wondered if she loved me anymore. 

"(2) On Mondays, I would ask her to call the office and tell 
them that I had the flu. She had always done that for me. But 
after going to Al-Anon, she would simply smile and say, 'No, 
you’ll have to do that yourself.' 

"(3) She seemed to be calmer, more in control. Before, I 
would come home from drinking with the guys and look for 
an excuse to leave again. All I had to do was pick a fight with 
Pauline and then say, All right, if that's the way you are going 
to act, I'll just take off.' Now, she gets in this Al-Anon thing 
and instead of trying to hold me at home, she smiles and says, 
So long. I'm going to a meeting."
